Dr. John H. Clarke, the able editor of the 
Homeopathic World, read “ The Doctrine of 
Signatures and the Law of Similars ” before the 
Annual Homeopathic Congress (London) on 
June 3. In looking over the report of the dis- 
cussions following this paper (which we publish 
in full) we note that Dr. Clarke seems to be 
alone in his advocacy of the signatures of plants 
as a means for identifying its use in homeo- 
pathic practice. Dr. Robert T. Cooper pub- 
lished his discussion in pamphlet form and cir- 
culated it among the members at the congress. 
Dr. Cooper is a firm believer in the value of 
signatures of plants. The congress, however, 
either regarded the doctrine as futile, a relict of 
a forgotten past, or else that Dr. Clarke was not 
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serious in his presentation of the subject. 
What a wonderful sanhedrin the Constituted 
Congresses of English Homeopaths seem to be ! 
Only a little while ago we read of the treatment 
accorded a member of another congress for 
daring to speak favorably of the high potency. 
We believe with Dr. Clarke that the Doctrine of 
Signatures is by no means an idle study. It will 
be found of great value in the learning of materia 
medica. 
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
